WASHINGTON. May 17. — An American seaplane, 


1 the NC 4, "jinx boat" of Commander Towers' trans-ocean 
flying fleet, established a world's record in over-seas flying 
today. 


When the word reached the navy department here 


that this now famous "Nancy" had reached Horta in the 
Azores group, she had officially covered 2,200 miles of the 


1 flight from Kockaway to England. The leg covered since 
; last night when she "hoisted anchor" at Trepassey is 1,200 
miles and she made a record of eighty miles an hour. 


All Washington was thrilled at the NC-4's feat. 
It 


surpassed the most radiant expectations of navy officials. 


She is now only 150 miles from Ponta Delgada and has 


traveled the longest leg in the navy attempt to blaze affair 
trail to Europe. 


Nine hundred and fifty miles away is Lisbon, her first
